SACRAMENTO, Oct. 10 — The 


in Fresno on October 21, in the 
Fresno county department of agri- 
culture building, 1730 S. Maple 
Fresno, on regulations 
which the department proposes to 
establish pertaining to the testing 
of oranges to determine if they 
are ripe enough to be legally ac- 
celerated in.color. The hearing 
will start at 10 a.m. 

The present provisions of the 
Agricultural code provide that it 
is illegal to treat oranges by the 
“sweating” process which brings 
out the natural color of the fruit, 
unless the oranges are so mature 
that the juice of the oranges con- 
tains eight parts of soluble solids 
(sugar) to each part of acid. This 
test is commonly referred to as the 
8 to 1 test. 

The Departmental regulations, 
if adopted, will designate the 
number of fruits that must be se- 
lected from each lot as a sample 
for testing, and will require that 
the sample fruits shall consist of 
the various sizes in proportion to 
the commercial sizes of the fruits 
in the lot.

fered them. 


Even though the federal gov- 
ernment, through recent court 
action, .- actually has acquired 
something over 3,000 acres of 
land, and, technically, can use this 
land in the Success project, for- 
mer property owners have the 
right to take their plea into court 
for more money than the govern- 
ment has offered. 


If the former: land owners are 
successful in their court action, 


‘|and the court gives them a higher 


price than the government offered 
at the time the land was takén, 
then the federal government. pays 
six per cent interest on the differ- 
ence between the federal offer and 
the court price from the time the 
government took the land until 
the case is settled. 

So, while the army engineers 
have offered to let former land 
owners continue to use their land 
until March 31, 1958, and possibly 
longer, the former land owners 
must, in return, agree to forfeit 
the interest that they might get 
during the extended period that 
they are allowed to use their land. 

Opinion is somewhat more than 
definite that the profit from oc- 
cupation of the land for a few 
more months will not compensate 
for possible loss of interest on a 
court-adjusted price —- and this 
is particularly. true in the cases 
where the property owner has vir- 
tually ‘pulled up stakes” and 
moved his farming operation to 
another location, 

The general confusion that now 
exists around the Success project 
comes from the fact that the army 
engineers moved in through court 
order and acquired much of the 
land needed for the project on the 
assumption that congress would

We see by last week's Tribune 
you can purchase feed for all 
the stuff we hatch by stopping 
at Albers Feed Store. This we 
presume will guarantee more 


eggs on your egg plant, put ad- 
ditional color in your cocks- 
comb, and louder cackle from 
your hen and chickens. We 
understand also if you process 
this grain correctly it distills 
into something fit for human 
use. In fact, the all-purpose 


mash produces a sort of blend- 
ed bourbon. 


This last gets you in shape for 
gardening these cold mornings 
plus protecting you from snakes, } 
polar bears, and man-eating 
snails. If you're not the adven- 
turous type you can eliminate 
these varmints with a few meals 
of slug and snail bait. Unlike 
the bourbon, these, morsels 
should be fed to the creatures 
rather than yourself. 


Of course you should also re- 
move the old dead plants, 
weeds, leaves, and remains of 
last summer's bulbs before the 
rains come. This gives the bugs 
one less place to hibernate and 
hatch along with improving the 
looks of your joint. 


If your wife insists you can 
fill in these bare spots with 
bulbs or bedding plants — Es- 
pecially good are bulbs of 
Sparaxis, which multiply like 
rabbits but look much prettier. 
The bedding plants we have are 
too numerous to mention, but 
come on over and we'll show 
you the works. -on E Street, 
north of Olive.
